John JL Stewart, 
postmaster at 
I’itlsbur^h, l\»niui., is ¡i defaulter in 
the sum of §75,000. A eorrespoiuleiit 
of (lie New York llrra ld discloses 
some tacts in regard to the criminal 
nejrlcct of (his nicinlter of (he hrcatl- 
and-htittcr luijíade, which we ¿rive 
lii-low: 
It was found that he was paying his 
entployces a. less stdai v than (lie sum 
for which lie tiled vouchers til Wash­ 
ington and swore were correct, 
lit1 
also placed upon his pay-iolls and paid 
out of the government funds persons 
who were not employed in the otlicc 
at till and who rendered no service of 
any kind or character. 
Among these 
may he mentioned a clerk at a livery 
stable who received regular «piarlerly 
payments as a clerk at the rate of $1,- 
• iOo per annum. 
A daughter of a for­ 
mer postmaster also drew regularly a 
handsome salary, for which no service 
whatever was rendered. 
On taking 
|M>ssossioit of the office Mayor l’ather- 
I,ridge made a demand on Colonel 
Stewart for the money in his posses­ 
sion. Then it was discovered that the 
postmaster had never made any de­ 
posits in the United States depository, 
hut that he had kepi his accounts in 
two hanks. 
No one can imagine what Colonel 
Stewart did with the vast am ount of 
money he is known to have taken. 
It 
is said he was lavish in his eontribu- 
l ions toi he expenses of the Republican 
party, and only recently came down 
handsomely for the entertainment ot 
Generals Grant, Sherman, Sheridan 
and others on the occasion of the re­ 
union of the Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland, 
lie had the reputa­ 
tion of being a “ deuced clever fellow,” 
and he put up without stint for every 
administration display that was made. 
Jlisolliee was the resort of Republican 
hummers, who drank with him afid 
borrowed from him, and who are now 
the loudest in his condemnation. 
To 
get Ibis man in position as a reward 
lor his services to the administration, 
(o retain his influence among a certain 
class of voters, an old and most worthy 
citizen, against whose personal integ­ 
rity there rested no solitary blot, was 
suspended. 
McClelland, the person 
alluded to, was not an active partisan 
and not vigorous enough to give ft 
strong hand to the running of the po­ 
litical machine.

shelf and a good, sound radical, who 
fairly worshiped the sphinx, at Wash­ 
ington, put in his stead.

Justice of the Peace. 


Km m u H e r a l d : —It seems to me 
that thoughtless people are making a 
L-reat mistake in burlesipieiug theolliee 
of Justice of the Peace, 
it is not one ot 
those positions widt h we can afford to 
trifle \\ ith. 
A Justice of the Peace in 
this State has jurisdiction in all civil 
c a u s e s for any amount under SJtHI. This 
includes almost four-lifths of the liti­ 
gation of the people. The mass rarely 
have a suit which involves sufficient 
to place it w ithin the jurisdiction of 
the District Courts. 
Poor men, espe­ 
cially, ate the litigants who are com­ 
pelled to seek justice in the minor 
courts. 
Now, I would ask, are poor 
men's rights proper subjects for ridi- 
cu'e? Are they not entitled to at least 
us respectable" an order of ability in 
the judges who will decide their cases 
■is the rich'.’ The correct answer would 
he that they are more entitled to it 
than the rich, for if a rich man he dis­ 
satisfied with a decision, il need not 
he final with him, while a poor man 
nearly always exhausts his means in 
the lirst effort and in the court of first 
instance. 
It is not necessary that a man should 
he a practicing lawyer to fill a Justice’s 
bench creditably and to the satisfac­ 
tion id' all. 
Rut he should, at least be 
a man of education,—one whose voca­ 
tion has habituated him to analyze all 
i|iiestions into the elements of right 
and wrong, and one who is sutlicientiy 
read in the law to fully understand its 
philosophy and principles. 
You were pleased, a few days since, 
to recommend me to the public on the 
ground that I was a brother journalist. 
I doubt if it occurred to you at the 
time th at there was a more profound 
significance in the remark than you 
intended. A man who is successful as 
:i journalist could not, intellectually, 
he ft failure as.a judge. His profession 
isa constant tax upon his conception 
of equity. 
If he he a conscientious 
journalist, li is mind will have been 
constantly exercised in discriminating 
between right and wrong, and after 
all this is the essence of law.

Lavander Culture. 


Comparatively few persona are aware 
to how large an extent the culture ot 
lavender, for commercial purposes, is 
carried on within a radius of thirty 
miles from London. 
In the county of 
Surrey alone there are nearly three 
hundred and fifty acres of land devo­ 
ted to its growl lij and the total extent 
of the lavender fields in the London 
district cannot fall farshort of live hun­ 
dred acres. 
When three years old, the 
plant is at its best; 
and when it 
reaches the age of seven years, it has 
made so much wood that it is the 
most profitable to uproot il and set a 
fresh plant. The harvest-time depends 
much on the state of the weather, hut 
it usually commences about the lirst 
week in August. 
The flowers are cut 
with a sickle, hound up in small 
sheaves, ami immediately carried to 
the distillery. 
There the stalks are 
cut otl', leaving hut little more than 
the flowers, by which the bouquet of 
oil, afterwards extracted, is much im ­ 
proved, though the quantity of the oil 
is sensibly diminished. 
Much care is 
needed on the part of those who han­ 
dle the sheaves in t he distilling house 
to guard against being stung by the 
hoes which remain attached to the 
flowers. 
The temperance, industry, 
and providence of these insects are 
proverbial; yet their behavior in the 
lavender Holds, especially towards the 
end of the season, when th e flowers 
are fully developed, cannot he too se­ 
verely reprobated. 
So careless are 
they of the good reputation they have 
earned that they refuse to leave their 
luscious feast even when it is laid on 
tin1 trim ming bench, anil huudivdxare 
thrown into the still, notliwithstand- 
ing the efforts to dislodge them, in a 
state of helpless intoxication. 
When 
the oil is lirst distilled, it lias a cm- 
pyreumatic odor, hut by being kept in 
bottles for twelve 
months it loses 
much of its harshness. 
It is still, 
however, unlit tobe used a s a perfume 
in its natural state, 
in order to con­ 
vert the essential oil into what is 
known as lavender-water, it is mixed 
With from twenty to forty times its 
buik in spirit, and with just a trace of 
neroli, or other essential oil, according 
to the taste of the eoni|)ounder.[Har­ 
per’s Bazar.

Vested Rights—No. 3. 
Huving emk'tivomi to give some of 
the grounds upon which the claim to 
vested rights are acquired by private 
ocrporat ions from the legislative power 
let us look and learn if the people have 
not some remaining rights in railroads. 
Although our courts have generally 
held that an unlimited right or fran­ 
chise granted by the legislature is be­ 
yond the rej>eal of a subsequent legis­ 
lature, they have recognized the pow­ 
er of eaneellal ion as existing in the 
people, in their sovereign capacity. 
They have not placed the remedy be­ 
yond the reach of the people, hut have 
removed it to the extreme limit of the 
power of that people, ami to a point 
where its application is difficult and 
accompanied with long delay. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States, in a case where it was contend­ 
ed that an act of the State Legislature 
was void, said: 
“We are not the 
guardians of the rights of the people 
of the State, unless they are seemed 
by some constitutional provision 
which comes within our judicial cog­ 
nizance. The remedy for unwise or 
oppressive legislation,within constitu­ 
tional hounds, is by an appeal to the 
justice and patriotism of the repre­ 
sentatives of the people. If that fail, 
the people in their sovereign capacity 
can correct the evil.” The Chief Jus­ 
tice of Pennsylvania, in an opinion of 
the court, said: “In every American 
State, the people constitute the sover­ 
eign power with no limitation of that 
power hut its own will, and no trustee 
of it but its own appointee.” 
For some time past, as well as at the 
present time, there has existed to some 
extent an alliance between the gov­ 
ernment and private corporations. 
This alliance has virtually ignored the 
]>eople, and lias not kept the people’s 
interest as the objective point of its ac­ 
tion. The government, instituted by 
and solely for the best interests of the 
people, and by whom its burdens are 
sustained, lias in all matters connect­ 
ed with this alliance, given little orno 
heed to the welfare of the people. The 
power of private corporations, holding 
these assumed vested rights from the 
legislative branch of the government, 
has (instead of the people) elected and 
appointed officers of Government. 
These officers, having obtained their 
places through the aid of the corpora­ 
tions, have for many years lent the 
influence and power of tin* government 
to the furtherance of the ends of the 
corporations instead of to the inter­ 
ests of the people, whose agents and 
servants they are in the administra­ 
tion of the government. 
These corporations, by largesses to 
the officers of the government, pro­ 
cured, through legislative and judicial 
action, such an ascendancy over t he 
people and their welfare, that their re­ 
spective officers act as if the pres­ 
ent interests of these corporations 
(regardless of the interests of the peo­ 
ple), should he their first, highest and 
only aim in their daily business. Hav­ 
ing obtained from the agents of the 
jieople a franchise for a specified pur- 
jkisc, the corporators assume that 
thenceforward the people have no 
rights in that matter, except such as 
may be to the interest of the corpora­ 
tors to extend to them. 
The constitution of California says 
that it is one of the inalienable rights 
of the people to possess and protect 
their property, and that private prop­ 
erty shall not be taken for public use 
without just compensation. It follows 
as a sequence, from these provisions, 
that when private property is taken 
from the owner, it must be fora public 
and not for a private use. As a corol­ 
lary of these premises, we must find 
that each and every railroad which has 
aiqnired the right to its roadway 
through the instrumentality of the 
courts, is for public use. 
Again, not alone the roadway, but 
every dollar which lias been granted 
by the (State, by counties and by cit­ 
ies, as subsidies to aid in t lie construc­ 
tion, and the putting Into operation of 
railroads, lias been so many dollars of 
private property taken by process of 
law for public use, there is left no 
g.ound whereon to stand in support of 
the allegation that railroads are the 
private property of the corporators, ami 
that they can use that property as they 
mav see fit, without any regard to the 
individual interests of the people or the 
public welfare.

N rw Yo r k, Oct. 14. 
A suit is begun against Kenyon, fox 
A- Co., to restrain Daniel Drew, a spe­ 
cial partner in the firm, from disposing 
of his property, which, it is alleged, 
lie is doing in order to escape liis con­ 
nection with the Cana Southern rail­ 
road bonds, which were said to have 
caused the failure of Kenyon, fox 
& Co. 
The action of the Dean of Canter­ 
bury, ill taking part in the celebration 
of the Ixml's Supper, in the Madison 
Square Presbyterian Church, on the 
5th inst., caused, as was expected, 
much discussion among the members 
of the Evangelical and Protestant 
Episcopal Churches. 
Letters have 
been written to the Dean, and to Risli- 
op Potter of the Diocese, by Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Tozer, late Missionary and Bishop 
to Central Africa. This morning a 
tardy publication was given to these 
letters, the existence and import of 
which lias been known for some days. 
In a letter to Bishop Potter, Dr. Tozer 
says: “It is by no means improbable 
that restless and unstable jiersons in 
England will seize upon this act of 
what I must presume to he open hos­ 
tilities to the discipline of the church, 
as an excuse or apology for attending, 
from time to time, the attractive ser­ 
vices of the Church of Rome; hut the 
result of this experiment here, in 
America, may be even more disastrous 
—torso far as Dr. Smith’s influence 
extends, it will suggest the idea of a 
promise held out by the Episcopal 
Church in this land, of becoming the 
haven of rest to men who were tossed 
to and fro by the multiplicity of con­ 
tending creeds. 
A committee was appointed to wait 
on Mayor Havemeyer, to see what 
could be done toward modifying the 
contract system, and give 50,060 per­ 
sons, who were last year dependent on 
tile commissioners of charities, some 
means of earning their own bread. 
They reported that the Mayor would 
do nothing, hut that he said he did not 
care if one million of people were with­ 
out a chance of earning a livelihood 
this winter. 
The steamship George Clyde, at Key 
West October Sth. Loin Galveston 
for New York, reports that during the 
severe hurricane of the 6th, Captain 
Gale, the second officer, and the chief 
engineer and one seaman, were washed 
overboard and drowned.

One 
thousand warriors under Del Che, for 
some real or fancied wrong, have left 
their reservation, and are now mur­ 
dering. Another Indian war is near 
at baud, unless vigorous measures are 
taken. 
For long years lias the pacific 
system been adopted; for long years 
have the territorial settlers slept on 
their arms, and held their lives in 
their hands; for long years have the 
lauds of Arizona been tintillo 1, and 
the grass on its plains and valleys lias 
rotted; for long years have the miner­ 
al dejiosits lain covered, because no 
man dared to dig; for long years lias a 
land offering as many inducements as 
any under the fair heaven, been a 
waste,because no man dared make it liis 
permanent home. Tin* vigorous meas­ 
ures of Gen. Crook fora time stopped 
murdering and plundering; but soon 
tiie troops were called away and the 
riot of blood agaiu begins. When will 
all this end? 
The government lias been lenient, 
and has been content with fair prom­ 
ises and an appearance of present 
peace. In a day, in an hour, when no 
man is expectant, the savages corne 
down, and tlie story of a new massa­ 
cre, varying only in minute details, is 
told. The Government is stirred up for 
a time, becomes energetic, uses harsh 
measures, temporary peace is restored, 
and then like a flash tin* Indian comes 
down. 
^ 
It is time this should end. Let there 
he no more nonsense. The reign of 
mercy has been passed. It docs, per­ 
haps, for those in the east who sleep in 
secure beds, whose families are not 
among the endangered, whose rela­ 
tives are not among the murdered, to 
cry peace. But if they were the suf­ 
ferers, if they paid the penalty of a 
peaceful policy, a different cry would 
be theirs. 
If any peaceful, merciful policy is a 
secure policy, lot that be adopted, for 
no man delights in blood upon liis 
soul, even if that blood be Indian. Let 
them be collected and put on a reser­ 
vation in tlie east, surrounded by a 
white population and supported by 
the Government, if this can he done. 
The expense then would he less than 
that of the present policy. 
If this 
can not lie, if no policy hut that of 
death, will stop the murderous brood 
from their killing, then let death In* 
meted out to them, prompt and sure. 
At any cost, let tlie present policy 
end.

OUR INDUSTRIES. 


M l iie -n in k i n g . 
A patent has been obtained by two 
French gentlemen, now in this city, 
for an invention calculated to improve 
wine. 
Their machine may lie seen 
daily in operation at the wine-laotory 
of M. Keller & Co., on Alameda at. 
The idea from which the machine is 
invented, is, that wine heated to a cer­ 
tain degree, without exposure to air, 
obtains immunity from further fer­ 
mentation. The works of .YI. Pasteur 
prove conclusively that fermentations 
due from microscopic vegetables and 
other causes, can lie conserved in close 
vessels without deterioration or liabili­ 
ty to further fermentation, by submit­ 
ting it to a heat of 50° centigrade. 
Acting on this idea, M. Luijuet & 
Co. have invented a process which 
may be thus described: 
A hose is attached to the tap of u 
three hundred gallon cask of wine, any­ 
where in the cellar. 
The hose leads 
to a common portable pump, half way 
between the cask and the machine. 
The appearance of the machine is not 
unlike that of a huge 1 Kittle. 
The 
lower part contains the furnace and the 
upper division, a series of forty pipes 
through which the heated wine circu­ 
lates. O11 the outside, the machine is 
encircled by copper eases, in t he inside 
of which are three pipes, one for the 
cold wine (lowing into the rings of 
pipes, and two for the cooling of the 
heated wines flowing out of the rings 
of pipes. After passing through the 
pipes in the heated chamber, the wine 
returns through I mlia rubber pipes into 
tlie new cask prepared for its reception. 
The machine being perfectly porta­ 
ble, the inventors can take it all over 
the 
country without the slightest 
difficulty. 
The 
natural 
heat 
of 
wine in an ordinary cask, is 17 cen- 
t¡grades, 
or about (id0 Fahrenheit, 
in passing through 
the hot pipes 
of 
tlie receiver 
on 
its 
way to 
the new cask, it attains a heat of from 
55 to (HI eciitigrades j. <'.al>out 130° to 
140° Fahrenheit. The arrangement of 
the pipes, though simple, is such, that, 
after attaining this heat it arrives at 
the cask prepared for its reception at a 
heat of 3'J centígrados or about 1(M»° 
Fahrenheit. 
As above shown during 
its transit, tlie whole of the microscopic 
matter is killed. The effect of this 
simple process is, that it at once gives 
the results of age to tlie wine tlius 
treated. Títere is not the slighest ex­ 
posure to air, and the whole system 
merely involves tlie connection of a 
full cask with an empty cask, by 
means of a hose, and tlie placing of a 
pump and the receiver with lurnace 
and pipes between the two.

The Proposed Trade. 


E d i t o r H k k a d d : Taking advan­ 
tage of your kind otter to allow the use 
of your columns for the discussion of 
those questions which are calculated 
to interest your many readers, I sub­ 
mit the following in regard to the pro­ 
mised trade between tlie Episcopal 
Church und the city of Los Angeles. 
It is proposed to exchange the old 
church building, on Temple street, for 
the school house on Spring street and 
I will do what I can to show that the 
idea cannot lie entertained by tin* 
city. 
In tlie first place, we have about 
2,.-)i)0children, within the city limits, 
who are entitled to tlie privilege of 
attending tlie public schools, and are 
accommodated somewhat a s follows: 
In the new school house, about 4(H> 
scholars und eight teachers; 
in the 
Spring street school, 130 scholars and 
two teachers; in tlie Rath street school, 
KKi scholars and one teacher; 
in tlie 
Sail I’edro street school, tin, and in the 
Alameda street school, (ill. 
There is 
also a school in the south part of the 
city with ÜÓ scholars, making a total 
of *835 in attendance, and 14 teachers 
in charge. There are also four private 
schools in full blast, with an attend­ 
ance of 250, leaving over 1,000children 
who are entitled to attend the school, 
out ¡11 the cold. 
This being the state 
of our schools, what would be the re­ 
sult, in ease the Common Council 
should exchange the Spring street 
building, which w ill accommodate 300 
scholars, for the old church? 
Tlie 
church cannot lie used, as itjis liable to 
fall down, and its value is over-esti­ 
mated at £2,000. 
it can not be made 
sufe except by razing it to the ground. 
Again, Dr. Lucky lias been heard lo 
remark that “the Hoard of Education 
should take steps towards procuring 
sites for building two other school 
houses,” for the reason that laud was 
cheap now to what it would he in the 
future. 
He will also urge that proper build­ 
ings lie erected (us soon as possible) for 
school purjKises, and his suggestion 
should meet with 
hearty 
support. 
W hen lie says tlie 
proposed trade 
would be to tlie disadvantage of tlie 
cause of education, tlieCityJ/’Vd/m/'x (?) 
should act accordingly. 
1 have been told by responsible par­ 
ties that certain members of the Hoard 
of Education keep their mouths shut 
for fear that they will be accused of 
lighting the Episcopal Church, and 
that two others are in favor of the 
proposed trade, because they are mem­ 
bers of that church, hut this I do not 
believe; on the contrary, 1 think that 
the Hoard is composed of some of our 
best citizens, and that they refused to 
be guided by any such influences, as 
they are all deeply interested in the 
public schools of Los Angeles.

T h ird — T lu it each S ta te sh all be d i­ 
vided in to as m a n y d istricts as the 
S ta te is e n titled to representatives in 
Congress, to be com posed of 
co n tigu ­ 
ous territo ry, com pact in form , and 
as n e arly equal in population us m ay 
be, and the person h a v in g the Ingest 
n u m b er of vo tes for President in each 
d istrict sh all re ceive th e votowaf 
that

for Pre sid e n t, 
w h ich 
sh all 
am ount to one Presid en tial vote. T h at 
each S ta te sh all 
he e n title d to tw o

highest num ber of votes in the U n ited 
States, sh all be th e President.

These provisions are to he ap­

dent. 
S ix th -Congress sh all have pow er to 
provide for h o ld in g and conducting 
elections for Presid en t and Viet* P re s i­ 
dent, and to estab lish trib u n a ls for the 
decision of a n y contest as to the vote 
in a n y d istrict o r S ta te, and m ake reg­ 
u latio n s g o ve rn in g the proceedings of 
those tribunals. 
B y the adoption of th e d istrict 
sy s­ 
tem o f vo tin g b y the 
people d ire c tly 
for candidates, w ith tw o Presid en tial 
votes in the S ta te at 
large, and the 
p lu ra lity rule fo r d e te rm in in g Hie re­ 
sult, the election is brought as n e arly 
hom e to the people as can he. 
It w ill 
m ake an election hy the nation as one 
co m m u n ity, ond still recognize S tates 
as such, w h ile il enab les the people in 
each d istrict in the S la te to express 
th e ir w ill, so th a t 
h ereafter a S ta te 
need not east a solid vote, as under the 
present system .
